Frotpctioii i.s :ii,'aiu ongaging the .it- 
teutioii of the British public, and Free 
Traders are again luustering tlieir 
■ " forces to meet thn attacks made upon 
'•^ •'th'em by their adversaries. The result 
: of thia renewed discussion may not yet 
-. he foreseen. Free trade, in lliuory, is 
a beautiful thing to look at, and where 
all things are equal may possibly be 
worked out to advantage. Out, con- 
stituted as the world is, with nations 
that have attained to different 
stages o£ civilization and commercial 
intelligence, and whose Interests are 
diverse and often conflicting, things are 
not equal, and it is doubtful whether 
it is likely, in its aiiplication, to produce 
all the good its advocates claim for it. 
In England, a country possessing en- 
ormous accumulated wealtii, we discern 
. aymptotns of dissatisfaction deeply tixed 
which may yet lead to a moderate ]iro- 
tection. To us in this Canada of ours 
is free trade advantageous > think 
not. B'rom early times until quite re- 
cently manufactured goods have been 
itnported; the balance of trade has al- 
ways been against us as a necessary 
consequence, and home manufacturers 
have been comparatively uidcnown, for 
the simple reason that, owing to the 
paucity of populatiua, enhanced price 
of labor, a low tarifl", and shortness of 
capital, we have not been in a position 
successfully to coQipeto with nations 
possessing all the advantages arising 
out of long and wealthy establishment; 
nations \vl;o.sc material success and pres- 
ent high position commercially have flow- 
ed in a great measure from a jirotective 
policy. The Dominion covers an im- 
mense area, extending from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific and from the lakes on 
the south to the frozen regions on the 
north, and contains vast mines 
of undeveloped wealth. It is very 
sparsely settled and requires only the 
introduction of population to render it 
one of the most fruitful and prosperous 
countries under the sun. It has also 
facilitiesfor manufacturing unsuriws.sed 
anywhere else. But it must be opened 
up. It becomes necessary, therefore, 
that the fostering care and helping 
hand of the government should be ex- 
tended. This is being done, as it al- 
ways has been, by the present party in 
power at Ottawa with an energy that 
leaves no doubt as to the sincerity of 
their patriotism. To acoomj)lisb all the 
great works of improvement, already 
e.xecutodandin course of e.xecation, calls 
for heavy expenditures. Jlencci the 
necoBsity for a revenue and an adjust- 
ment of terms commensurate with the 
requirements of the country, to enable 
it to meet its obligation.s. IMany, how- 
ever, if not all, of these expenditures 
will, in future year.s, by an inllu.x of 
population which is sure to follow, and 
by a consequent extension of the area 
of production, be neces.sary. But, 
meantime, our public credit uui.ot 
be (and it stands high at the financial 
centres of the world) maintained. A 
revenue adequate to the occasion must 
bo provided. IJirect taxation is out of 
, the question, and, therefore, to meet 
. the contingencies of the case, to aid in 
developing the country in its varied 
material interests, to promote manu- 
factures and thereby introduce capital, 
giving ample employment to an in- 
creasing manufacturing population, at 
the same time not overburdening the 
consumer, wo have a tariff which, with 
c some modifications that are necessary 
I to .meet, the jieculiar relative position of 
I, t^isT-prdvinceJ we think best adapted to 
m'eet the object in view, Already we 
observe its benollcial efl'eots. Kajiid 
strides are being made; factorie.'j which 
under an adverse policy were closed or 
running on short time, are again fully 
occupied, and the number of new fac 
tones 18 constantly increasing; prices 
have again reached a jiaying point, and 
idleness is becoming a thing of the 
past. Let the people of thi.s province 
make a new departure. Lot us awake 
from our lethargy antl throw our ener- 
gies into the work of development The 
field is attractive; our advantages are 
many; and no one can legitimately 
question our ability ultimately tosucceed 
to the fullest extent. Our misfortune 
is that we Lave boon too long waiting 
for something to " turn up," instead of 
applying our latent powers to the ac- 
complishincnl of the great work before

COM.MrNIlATIONS. 

From Thoa. Ehvyii, Dep. Pro. Sect., 
stating that the government has decided 
to grunt the land asked for on condition 
th;it oacli of the side lines bo extended 
through to Fort street, and tlmt any 
buildings now on the school reserve ho 
left as they :uo. 

Coun. Wrigleaworlh tlien moved that 
the communication and tracing bo refeiTed 
to tlic committee appointed for the open- 
ing up of Yates street. 

Coun. Boyd, in seconding, remarked 
that the government diaerved credit for 
prompt action in the matter. 

Coun. ^McLean was in favor of opening 
up the street, but thought that fences just 
[lut up at considerable expense would 
have to be removed. Ho complained of 
the conduct of Conn. Shakespeare in em- 
ploying some other foreman when Dew- 
snap was engaged in that capacity. 

Coun. Shakecpeare thought the reply 
of the government was a favorable one. 
Ho was astonished at tlie remarks of 
Cuun. McLean in stating that the mut- 
ter was entirely in accordance with his 
ideas. That councillor had over and 
over again asserted that tlio government 
would not allow the street to be opened 
up through the reserve and had opposed 
the subject all along.

From Collector Hainley, willi reference 
to powder being Ijrought tu the wharf in 
large quantities, and stating that ho did 
nut see how he could obviate the diillcul- 
ty, but he would do all he could to pro- 
vent it if the Council would point out how 
it could be done. 

Received and tiled. 

From property-holders on the south 
side of Henry street asking for a side- 
walk. 

Referred tostreet committee with power 
to act. 

From W. Heathorn, stating that ho had 
been instructed by the street committee 
not to proceed with the sidewalk, which 
he had been ordered to put down. 

Coun. McLean moved the clerk bo in- 
structed to inform Mr. Heathorn that the 
tan bark sidewalk will answer for the pre- 
sent.

From property-holders on Douglas street 
north of Discovery asking for a light on 
the corner of Discovery and Douglas street 
and at two other places indicated.

In reply to Coun. Kinsman Coun. Boyd 
stated that Mr. K. Nuttall liad received a I 
telegram aaying that the erection of tow- 
ers would soon be proceeded with and 
that perhaps by the now year the city 
would be lighted up by electricity. ;

From the street committee epocifyiug 
certain works that were in progress and 
stating that the following amounts had 
been expended, namely: on James Bay 
Ward 82780; on Yates street ward 81,- 
731.60 and on Johnson street ward 84,- 
3BG.25, making o total of 888G7,75. 



Coun. McLean explained those items oi 
expenditures in each of the wards and 
complained that James Bay NVard had not 
been fairly dealt m'l^ . Johnson street 
ward had had more than its share of pub- 
lic expenditure. He proceeded at some 
length to critizo items of expenditure in 
Johnson street ward, particularly around 
Coun. Kinsman's residence. 

Coun. Kinsman stated that Coun. Mc- 
Lean had advised and strongly recom- 
mended expenditure near his house. 

Coun. McLean continued, and took the 
chairman to task for remarks ho had 
made and for monies which ho had caused 
to be spent. Ho characterised the chair- 
man's conduct as presuuiptioua. 

The cliairman explained. 

Coun. ftlcLeaii was only doing his duty 
to his ward in calling attention to the 
city expenditure and he would avad !dm- 
self of another opportunity of s[ieaking to 
this matter more fully. 

Coun. Boyd could not see any harm in 
the report. Ho supposed the money ex- 
pended in Johnson street ward had been 
required and well spent. He referred tu 
Coun. McLean's remarks about Rupert 
street. 

Coun. Smith asked Coun. Boyd if ho 
had not offered 8200 of a bonus to get the 
work done. 

Ooun. Boyd— Yes; but he wa,s to got 
the rock which was worth 8300. Ho then 
asked Coun. McLean about soiling rock 
to the contractors of tlie poatoflice build- 
ing. He wanted to get Coun. McLejin's 
authority for selling the city property. 

Coun. McLean explained. 

Coun. Smith asked how it was that 
there was not mort money for oxpondi- 
turo in the city as the water works had 
not taken the money that had been esti- 
mated for them. There ought to have 
been more money available for street 
work at tho present time. 

Collector llusBell made some cxplaiui- 
tions with reference to city ox[)ondituro. 

Tlio chairman made a few remarks with 
roforcnce to expenditure in Johnson street 
ward. Ho contended that as that ward 
paid more money in t^ixes it consequently 
deserved more expenditure. All that had 
been done was neceasary anil tho ward 
had only gut its just duos. Coun. Mo- 
Loan eamo in again for no small amount 
of censure. 

Coun. Kinsman as a member for John- 
son street ward considorod that tho ward 
had only been fairly dealt with. A groat 
deal of tho work ought to have been done 
in former yeara. Ha hoped that tho ward 
would be justly dealt with noxt year also. 

Coun. Vigelius thought that tho streets 
in James Bay ward wore in good condi- 
tion and a great credit to tho city. 

Coun. Boyd hero wanted Coun. Mc- 
Lean's authority for selling rock. 

Coun. McLean gave his authority for 
80 doing and stated that he had tho con- 
sent of tho full street coramitteo for tho 
transaction. 

Coun. Boyd on being implicated in tho 
transaction excused himself for his share 
in it by stating that ho was a new member 
and ignorant at the time. 

Report linally received and filed. 

.SHADK TEKES. 

Coun. Vigelius referred to tho trees not 
'oeing replaced round tho city hall. 

Coun. Smith remarked that some uf tho 
trees had been killed by putting limo 
around them. Also that a drain should 
bo cut on Cormonant street to take ofl'the 
surplus water or the trees would not live. 

Coun. Wriglesworth did not think 
that future Councils would thank this 
Council for planting them, as they would 
snon become a nuisance and would have 
to be cut down. 

.S.tNITAUV. 

A report was read from the sanitary 
otlicer with the concurrence of the health 
officer rocomraonding certain improve- 
ments in difTorent parts of the city and re- 
commendiiig that those Improvements be 
carried out. 

Coun. Kinsman moved that the pro- 
visions of tho sanitary bylaw be carried 
out and tlie recommendations in the re- 
]>ort also. 

.SIDEWALKH IIYLAW. 

Coun. Boyd stated that in his bylaw 
other bylaws had been incorporated, but 
as it is long it would not be advisable to 
tako it up at such a late hour. He thought 
it ought to be deferred till the decision of 
tho Supri'uio Court be given on tlio 
present s.dewalk bylaw. 

I'OLICE MAOI.STOATK'.S .SALARY. 

Coun. VigoliuB moved the increase of 
tho police magistrate's salary from J750 to 
$1000, commencing from the lat inst. He 
considered that the increase was well de- 
served and hoped that it would bo unani- 
mously voted. 

Coun. Smith here referred to the report 
of tho city surveyor on Simcoe street, 
which had not been acted upon. 

Report received and filed. 

Coun. McLean in seconding tho motion 
of Coun. Vigelius eulogized the conduct 
and tho work of tho present police raagis- 
trato. He considered tho salary of $1000 
quito low enough for the duties that had 
to be performed. 

Motion carried unanimously. 

Coun. Smith moved that the work on 
Simcoe street, between Montreal and 
Dallas road, recommended by tho city 
surveyor, be done, said work not to ex- 
ceed §125. 

Seconded by Coun. McLean. 

The chairman (»Ued attention tu tho 
fact of there being little or no money at 
the disposal of tho Council, 

Coun. Kinsman did not see how the 
work could bo performed without money. 
Ho would therefore bo obliged to vote 
against tho motion. 

In tho absence of funds Couu. Boyd 
would also vote against the expenditure. 

Motion lost. 

Council adjourned. 

Tin Goino Up. — .Vdvicos from Knghiuri 
by last mail stato that tlio price of 
tin had risen ten per cent, within a 
month and was still going up. This is 
easily accounted for from the fact that 
demand for that article is increasing en 
orniously now that fish, flesh, fowl, fruit, 
and almost everything elso that is eatable 
are put up in cans in all parts of the 
world. 

DiKKLKcT.- -The hull of the old schoon- 
er Experiment, which came to grief some 
years ago on Oabriola roof, uear where 
tho ship Thrasher now lies stranded, got 
adrift in the harbor on Tuesday evening 
and floated down to hospital point where 
she grounded for tho night. Yesterday 
tlie old wreck was moored to the rock 
and now constitutes an additional beacon 
in that part of the harbor.

A Story of Grsonbaclsfl la Saeramo&to 
Sarins Wax Times.

Presently lie .struck up an acquaintance 
with a visitor to the saloon, a man who 
still lives not a thousand miles from 
Sacramento, and induced bim to ac- 
cept of his licspitalities. He orderetl 
champagne for two, and the woman 
served thein witli bottled Oregon cider, 
which, selling at 25 cents per bottle, 
pa.ssed on occasions like that for Held- 
sleek, at SO per bottle. The stranger 
paid for tiie first bottle with a bill 
drav.n from a fat wallet, and which 
was suppo.scd to be a ?i>10 greenback. 
Tho woman tnnk it to tlie bar, nnd as 
currency tliou rated, it just paid for 
tho ''wine." .\ second bottle was or- 
dered, and a third, and a fourth, and 
each w as paid for in like manner. Fi- 
nally, in the exuberance of his friend- 
ship tor his new-found companion, the 
.'strange man dashed a bill into the for- 
mer's hand and dochired that it was 
time for him to ti-e,'it, and he'd

Of the wherewithnl. The companion, 
with but a hasty glance at the bill, 
thrust it into bis vest pocket, ordered 
a fiftii bottle, nnd paid for it with a 
silver half ilollar, tlie barkeeper not 
daring to put a fancy price on cider for 
hiin. P>y tbe time this bottle was dis- 
po.sed of the stranger had become 
a! most oblivious, and staggering from 
the saloon was seen no more. His sud- 
den friend, imagining that he had made 
at least .Si. 50 by his adroit manage- 
ment, .soon after retired also, and 
feeling iiappy over his speculation, in- 
vited several friends to step up to the 
bar of a then well-known and first, 
class hotel, and drink with bim. They 
drank more than once, and the host of 
the party finally liaiuled tho barkeeper 
(still a well-known citizen here) the 
bill, remarking that he "reckoned that'd 
settle tho damages." The ilispenser of 
liquid refreshment, glancing at the bill 
with surprise, replied itjcertainly would, 
and shortly after took tho man 'aside 
and pointed out that it was a §1,000 
greenback. Tlie astonisliinont of the 
man fairly worked a paralysis of tlio 
vocal organs, and his eyes rolled wild- 
ly.

The publican told him lie could do it 
tlirougli his banker, and he accordingly 
took the bill, having no knowledge of 
whence it came, nnd had it cashed in 
gold coin for its market value, nearly 
$500. He thought notiiing of it then, 
as tiie man who requested the change 
to be made frequently handleii largo 
sums. It was noticed within two or 
three days the iNIammotli saloon closed 
up, and it was given out that tlie pro- 
prietor and his wife had suddenly loft 
for Gerniiiny, which proved true. A few 
years later, however, they returned, and 
the man died in this .State. A long 
time after, the publican who efFected 
the sale of the note had occasion, in 
company with a well known detective, 
nflicer, to overhaul the book kept at the 
station house, known as the "Rogue's 
Oallery" wlien the oQlcer putting his 
linger upon a page adorned with a pho- 
tographic likeness of a middle-aged man 
remarked, "That's a follow who Las 
been looked for far and near.

Subsi'iiuent inquiry on Lis part 
brought the whole story to light. The 
ridei' WHS jinid for in each case with a 
1,000 bill. The bosom friend of the 
companion of the stranger with the fat 
wallet had, on discovery of the fact, 
gone to the keeper of the divo and de- 
manded one of the four bills he held as 
tlie price of silence. The cellar-man 
while rofuKiug and denying that he had 
received thein,ljecamo alarmed and dar- 
ed not oiler the bills hero for fear of 
cxpnsuiv, and so suddenly closed out 
his business and went to Europe until 
I the thing should blow over. Tho man 
I who made the demand on him himself 
; had to "run" there after to escape the 
; gallows and so the matter dropped out 
i of sight, the only remaining immediate 
I party to the traiiaaction being ho who 
! treated witii the greenback gift of tbe 
stranger. As to what became of that 
stranger history is darkly silent. Here 
be disappeared. As to tbe method of his 
disappearance, who shall eay;? 



Poultry. 

To liuve laying hens in winter, the 
first yeai- of their lives, the pullets 
should be hatched early in the previous 
spring. Thus they grow to maturity by 
late fall, and after moulting they wiil 
begin to lay, frequently in October. 
Leghorns will commence to lay at five 
months old, and we have known Brah- 
mas and Cochins to begin laying at six 
months. Generally speaking, however, 
they do not lay mucii till they are a 
month or two older. So, if your 
pullets are hatched out say in Marcli 
or April, they svill be seven or eight 
months of age in November, and should 
bo ready to " lay in winter," naturally, 
without forcing. But they commonly 
do not get to laying at this time, and 
the reason is that they have not been 
properly fed with this end in view. 
Where you find {young winter laying 
hens, you may bo sure they have been 
taken extra good care of, from the 
shell upward. But older hens may be 
put to this work, by artificial feeding, 
or by supplying them with highly 
stimulating or egg producing food for 
the same purpose. 

Thus, if we take a flock of cue and 
two-years-old hens,and pen them where 
we can furnish them with animal and 
grain food, and the necessary condi- 
ments which go to create egg meat and 
shells — away from [the ordinary fed 
poultry — we can quicken them in the 
laying dis))osition, and they will com- 
mence to dischargo their litters a month 
or si.x weeks earlier than they would 
havo done bad they been left to tako 
their chances among the flock. 

But this forcing is exhaustive. Na- 
ture is over hurried, ft is not a health- 
ful way for hens to lay, under this 
stimulating "high pressure." Anil they 
soon lay themselves out. We have 
know bens thus treated to produce 
enormous sized eggs frequently, and 
olso many softshellcd ones, when being 
thus pushed. They can be " made to 
lay" in this way for a time But it is 
a brief time only before they will 
" play out, ' under this hastening pro- 
cess. We therefore would advise 
those who would have laying fowls in 
winter time, to procure pullets that 
thoy know are then seven to eight 
months of age, of any breed. 

Tf tlioy wish to bring their old hens 
into laying at this period, they must 
feed them high, in advance, keep them 
warm and dry, and furnish them witli 
plenty of animal food, wheat, buck- 
wlie.it and egg producing food, for this 
purpose. And so it will bo for the 
tlock thus forced — a short life and a 
prolific one ; but you may thus have 
winter laying hens. — Poiiliri/ World,
